LAW OF THE SEA CONFERENCE- 

IN SCATHING ATTACK ON PERU, BRAZIL AND CHILE IN THE LATIN 
AMERICAN GROUP APRIL 29, MEXICO ANNOUNCED TOTAL OPPOSITION 
TO EMERGING COMITE I PACKAGE SETTLEMENT AND CHARACTERIZED 
PACKAGE AS A "SELL-OUT" TO THE DEVELOPED COUNTRIES. IF 
MEXICO MAKES SIMILAR STATEMENTS IN THE GROUP OF 77 (G-77) 
MEETING, A FAIR CHANCE EXISTS THAT MEXICO, VIEWED AS A 
MODERATE BY MANY DEVELOPING COUNTRIES, WILL BE ALLIED 
WITH ALGERIA AND TOGETHER THEY CAN CAUSE THE G-77 TO REJECT 
THE COMITE I PACKAGE. THERE IS HIGH RISK THAT THIS WOULD 
DESTROY CHANCES FOR EVER OF CONCLUDING A LAW OF THE SEA

AMB CISSE, HEAD OF SENEGALESE LOS DELEGATION AND CHAIRMAN OF 
G-77 WORKING GROUP IN COMITE II, TOLD US REP OXMAN THAT SOME 
AFRICANS REACTED NEGATIVELY TO THE ENGO COMITE I TEXTS, 

FEELING HE MADE TOO MANY MAIN CONCESSIONS AT THIS TIME TO 
THE BIG POWERS. OXMAN EMPHASIZED THAT A G-77 REJECTION OF 
THE NEW TEXTS-WHICH IN FACT STRETCH MATTERS VERY FAR 
FOR THE US AND WOULD HAVE TO BE REVIEWED IN WASHINGTON-COULD 
KILL THE CONFERENCE. 

CISSE ALSO TOLD OXMAN THAT AFRICANS WERE TALKING IN TERMS 
OF SEVEN- WEEK SESSION THIS SUMMER, AND MIGHT PREFER 
NEWYORK TO GENEVA. IF THE CONVENTION WERE TO BE SIGNED 
EARLY NEXT YEAR IN CARACAS THERE WOULD HAVE TO BE VOTE AT 
SECOND SESSION, WHICH IS EASIER IN NEW YORK. MOREOVER, 

AFRICAN COASTAL STATES WORKED HARD TO EDUCATE LAND-LOCKED 
PERSONNEL ON THE POTENTIAL FOR A COMPROMISE AND WERE AFRAID 
THAT THERE WOULD BE DIFFERENT LAND-LOCKED PERSONNEL IF 
MEETING WERE HELD IN GENEVA. HE SUPPORTED FORMALIZATION OF 
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TEXTS AT THE END OF THIS SESSION, SO AS TO MAKE 

IT MORE DIFFICULT FOR PEOPLE TO TAMPER WITH THE PACKAGE. 

IN COMITE II DEBATE ON ART. 136 OF THE SINGLE NEGOTIATING 
TEXT, THE CUBAN REPRESENTATIVE OPPOSED THE US AMENDMENT, 

AND SAID THE INCLUSION OF THE TERM ASSOCIATED STATE NOT 
FULLY INDEPENDENT IS OBVIOUSLY A REFERENCE TO PUERTO RICO, 

A TERRITORY UNDER US COLONIAL DOMINATION, AND CUBA WOULD 
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OPPOSE CHANGE IN TITLE OR TEXT, OE ARTICLE DESIGNED TO 
OBSCURE THE COLONIAL STATUS OF A TERRITORY CURRENTLY ON 
THE AGENDA OF THE UN COMITE ON DECOLONIZATION. PUERTO 
RICAN UNDER SECRETARY OF STATE AGRAIT COMMENTED TO MISOFF 
THAT CUBAN OPPOSITION DEMONSTRATED EXPLICITLY WHAT PUERTO 
RICO HAD BEEN SAYING, NAMELY, THAT ART. 136 AS CURRENTLY 
WORDED IS A TRAP FOR PUERTO RICO AND THE US. 

IN COMITE II, CHAIRMAN AGUILAR (VENEZUELA) INDICATED MAJOR 
SUBSTANTIVE ALTERNATIONS IN EXISTING TEXT WILL BE KEPT TO 
MINIMUM. COMITE III HAS ESSENTIALLY COMPLETED WORK EXCEPT FOR 
EFFORT BY CHAIRMAN TO RESOLVE CONTINUING IMPASSE ON SCIENTIFIC 
RESEARCH. INFORMAL MEETINGS AND NEGOTIATING GROUPS CONTINUE 
ON SUCH SUBJECTS AS TECHNOLOGY TRANSEER ARTICLES, PARTICIPATION 
OF DEVELOPING COUNTRIES, NEW US ARTICLE ON VOTING AND COMPOSITION 
OF COUNCIL, INTERESTS AND RIGHTS OF LANDLOCKED/ 

GEOGRAPHICALLY DISADVANTAGED STATES, AND UK PROPOSAL ON THE 
QUOTS SYSTEM. IN VIEW OE DELAYS IN COMITE I TEXT, IT 
IS NOT CLEAR THAT ALL EOUR REVISED TEXTS WILL BE AVAILABLE 
IN TIME FOR THE SECRETARIAT TO PRODUCE A "CONSOLIDATED"

IN INEORMAL SEPARATE CONVERSATIONS ABOUT POSSIBILITY OF

COMMITTEE AGAINST APARTHEID- 

AFTER UNANIMOUSLY ELECTING HARRIMAN (NIGERIA) AS ITS 
CHAIRMAN, REPLACING MRS. CISSE (GUINEA), THE COMITE APRIL 
30 ACCEPTED SOMALI PROPOSAL THAT THE WORKING GROUP PRESENT 
AN ANALYSIS OE THE RECENT STATEMENTS IN AFRICA BY SECRETARY 
KISSINGER WITHIN THE CONTEXT OF APARTHEID, VIEWS WERE 
ALSO EXPRESSED BY THE REPRESENTATIVE OF THE LEAGUE OF 
ARAB STATES, WHO SUGGESTED THAT THE COMITE RECOMMEND TO 
THE NEXT GA WAYS OF ELIMINATING RACISM IN SOUTH AFRICA 
AND ISRAEL. 

ON HIS ELECTION, HARRIMAN SPOKE OF THE ENORMITY OF THE 
CHALLENGE AHEAD, AND SAID, AMONG OTHER THINGS, HE WAS AWARE 
THAT THE COMITE WOULD CONTINUE TO MEET VEILED OPPOSITION 
FROM THOSE SO-CALLED DEMOCRACIES WHO FOUND APARTHEID 
REPUGNANT TO THEIR CONSCIENCES, BUT WHO CONTINUED TO 
GIVE PRIORITY TO THEIR VESTED INTERESTS. HE WAS AWARE 
ALSO OF CERTAIN CURRENT POLICY STATEMENTS BEING MADE INSIDE 
AND OUTSIDE AFRICA BY HIGH OFFICIALS OF GOVERNMENTS ON 
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WHOM APARTHEID HAD DEPENDED IN THE PAST. ALL HE ASKED WAS 
THAT THOSE OEFICIALS SHOULD LET THE ACTIONS OF THEIR 
GOVERNMENTS MATCH THEIR WORDS, AS TIME WAS RUNNING OUT. 
REJECTING DIALOGUE AS A WASTE OE TIME, HE SAID ONLY ARMED 
STRUGGLE COULD CONEOUND AND DEMOLISH RACIST INSTITUTIONS 
IN SOUTHERN AFRICA. IN THIS CONNECTION, HE OFEERED THE TOTAL 
COMMITMENT OE THE NIGERIAN GOVT AND HIMSELE IN THE STRUGGLE 
AGAINST APARTHEID. 

HELMY (LEAGUE OF ARAB STATES), SPEAKING AS OBSERVER, 
CONCENTRATED ON COLLABORATION BETWEEN SOUTH AERICA AND ISRAEL 
AND SAID IT WAS THE VIEW OF HIS ORGANIZATION THAT THE UN 
SHOULD DIRECT ACTION EQUALLY AGAINST BOTH. OTHERWISE 
ANY MEASURES TAKEN WOULD NOTH BE EFEECTIVE. IE, EOR 
EXAMPLE, SANCTIONS WERE APPLIED ONLY AGAINST SOUTH AFRICA, 

ISRAEL WOULD COME TO ITS RESCUE. HE EELT THAT ALL UN BODIES 
SECRET 
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SHOULD CONDEMN THE COLLABORATION OE ISRAEL WITH SOUTH 
AERICA, AND HE SUPPORTED THE SUDANESE PROPOSAL THAT A DETAILED 
STUDY BE MADE OE THE COLLABORATION, TO BE TRANSMITTED TO 
THE GA. EURTHER, THE ARAB LEAGUE SUGGESTED THAT THE COMITE 
RECOMMENDED TO THE NEXT GA WAYS AND MEANS OE ELIMINATING 
RACISM IN SOUTH AERICA AND ISRAEL. 

ADAM (SOMALIA) RIDICULED THE ISRAELI STATEMENT THAT VORSTER'S 
VISIT TO ISRAEL WAS ONLY A PILGRIMAGE TO CHRISTIAN 
HOLY PLACES. HE MENTIONED AN ISRAELI PRESS REPORT THAT 
ISRAEL WOULD PROVIDE TECHNICAL ASSISTANCE IN THE BANTUSTANS, 

IN DEEIANCE OF THE UNANIMOUS RESOLUTION AT THE LAST GA. 

HE SAID HE ALSO WISHED TO COMMENT ON SECRETARY KISSINGER'S 
AERICA TOUR. IN VIEW OE THE IMPORTANT ROLE PLAYED BY THE 
USG-"EOR GOOD OR EOR EVIL"-KISSINGER'S STATEMENTS 
DESERVED CAREEUL STUDY. THEREEORE, HE WOULD PROPOSE THAT 
THE COMITE ANALYZE THEM. 

IN OTHER ACTION, THE COMITE APPROVED ITS WORKING GROUP 
RECOMMENDATION THAT THE SUBCOMMITE ON THE IMPLEMENTATION 
OE UN RESOLUTIONS AND COLLABORATION WITH SOUTH AFICA, 

PREPARE A REPORT ON THE INCREASING COLLABORATION BETWEEN 
ISRAEL AND SOUTH AERICA, WHICH WILL BE TRANSMITTED TO THE 
OAU, CONEERENCE OE NONALIGNED COUNTRIES, LEAGUE OF ARAB 
STATES, SC AND THE 31ST GA. THE CHAIRMAN WAS AUTHORIZED 
TO ISSUE AN APPEAL TO ALL STATES CONCERNED "TO DESIST 
EROM COLLABORATION WITH SOUTH AERICA IN THE NUCLEAR EIELD". 

THE TEXT OF THE CHAIRMAN'S APRIL 14 STATEMENT CONCERNING 
THE TRUST EUND EOR PUBLICITY AGAINST APARTHEID IS TO BE 
TRANSMITTED TO REPRESENTATIVES OE MEMBER STATES OF NATO 
AND EEC INVITING THEIR COMMENTS. DOCUMENTATION ON TREAT- 
MENT ACCORDED AFRICAN MENTAL PATIENTS IN SOUTH AFRICA 
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IS TO BE DRAWN TO THE ATTENTION OE ECOSOC, ILO AND EH 
AD HOC WORKING GROUP OE THE HUMAN RIGHTS COMMISSION.
